ment In the senate to conscript wealth 
to pay America's war bill suffered a 
final and decisive defeat yesterday af- 
ternoon. The Hollifi amendment restor- 
ing the pro-war basis for computing 
war profits taxes, the La Follette 6C 
per cent, war profits tux amendment 
and the Hollis 50-per cent, war profits 
amendment were all voted down by the 
senate in rapid succession by over- 
whelming majorities. 


The first Hollis amendment wan de- 


feated by a vote of 57 to 12. tho sec- 
ond by a vote of 62 to IS, and the La 
Follette amendment .by a vote of 50 
to 18. The best showing- the advocates 
o£ higher war 
profits 
levies 
made 
throughout their fight was in yester- 
day's vote on the La Follette CO per 
cent, amendment, when they mustered 
20 votes. The expected big gains on 
the SO per cent, amendment, but there 
was a falling off, Senators Borah of 
Idaho and Trammel! of Florida switch- 
ing to the other side because they 
feared the 50 per cent, flat tax would 
permit some of the ultra-prosperous 
corporations to escape with less levies 
than proposed by tho finance commit 
tee.

Senator Hollis of New Hampshire 
took the floor Immediately after the 
senate convened yesterday to urge the 
adoption of bis motion to restore the 
pre-war basis of the war profits tax 
as originally recommended by the fi- 
nance committee. The committee's plan, 
which now stands as a part of the bill, 
provides that the exemption of normal 
profits allowed in computing war prof- 
its shall in no case be more than 10 
per cent, nor less than 6 per cent. 
The New Hampshire 
senator dis- 
puted tho soundness of the finance com- 
mittee's scheme. He declared that the 
government would be at the mercy of 
corporations because it would be prac- 
tically impossible to make investiga- 
tions necessary to determine whether 
the capital reported invested was bona 
fide. He predicted the treasury de- 
partment would find itself at a great 
disadvantage in computing the war 
profits and said there was grave doubt 
whether the plan would yield as n;uch 
revenue as was expected from it, 
"We Need the Money"—Hollis 


The 
pre-war basis, originally pro- 


posed by tho committee, was a clear 
and understandable method of levying 
he war profits tax because the gov- 
ernment had all available figures, as to 
ire-war earnings. "Why should we be 
so thin skinned about taking these 
war profits?" demanded Senator Hollis. 
'We need the money and that's the place 
to get it." Senator Holiis advocated a 
revenue bill to raise not less than $4,- 
000.000,000. 
Senator Smoot defended the commit- 
tee's plan. He declared that scores o( 
su-ge corporations would escape with- 
out paying a cent o£ war profits tax 
under Senator Hollis' plan. 
"The Ford 
automobile company for instance, which 
makes $54,000,000 a year, would not 
pay one cent o( war profits taxes if 
bis motion were adopted," said Sena- 
.or Smoot. 
When Senator Hollis' amendment had 
jeen rejected, Senator La Folletto of 
Wisconsin at once brought up his BO 
per cent, amendment. The senate quick- 


ly rejected it without debate. S»natm' 
Hollis then proposed hisi 60 per cent, 
amendment, which he said would yiold 
J700,000,000 more revenue than the fi- 
nance committee's program. 
Senator 
Kenyon of Iowa took the floor and 
urged the adoption of the amendment.

"They tell you that only through the 
initiative and referendum can there be 
real rule of the people, yet they pro-

less than four counties. What class of 
people will be able, to got such a num- 
ber of signatures? 
Surely the work- 
ers in our mills cannot afford either tlie 
time or the money. 
As a matter of 
fact no questions would be submitted lo 
the people except through the efforts 
of organized capital or organized laboi, 
and my experience has led me to be- 
lieve that in such matters organized 
capital would bo far more successful. 
"Contrast this proposed system with 
what we have now. Bear in mind that 
nu measure could he acted upon until 
it was petitioned for by 25.000 voters. 
Under our present system 
the most 
humble worker in our mills, or in any 
walk of life, hay only to draw up 
a 


petition, sign it with his own name, 
alnno if he prefers and it muse be con- 
sidered by the legislature. 


"One 
of the great difficulties with the 


initiative and referendum, as proposed, 
is that no feasible method has yet been 
su.^ested for making amendments in 
the first draft o£ a law. 
Two of the 


most important laws of this state, from 
the standpoint of the laboring man, are 
the workmen's compensation law and 
the law 
relative to mechanics' lien::. 
Both were passed several years ago, 
yet in 1016 the legislature found it ne- 
cessary to make six changes in the com- 
pensation law. and two changes in .the 
lien law. 
If either of those laws had 
been passed by the people, under the 
Initiative, the chnnces could not have 
been made except by another vote of 
the people." 


Mr. Walker of Brookline, tho chief 
sponsor for the initiative and referen- 
dum, said this w:is not true, and main- 
tnnii-d that tho legislature may amend, 
or even repeal any act passed by tnc 
people.

The latter end, that of 
making democracy a safe instrument 
in the hands of our future citizenship, 


i mlast be achieved through the education 


of the youth. 
To this end tho public 


school system of American is dedicated. 


"In the school year about to open, 


Jlas&achusetts will play her large part 
in tho work of public education. She 
will enroll approximately seven hun- 
dred thousandv of aer youth in public 
schools, and she will expend about 530,- 
000,000 for public education. This un- 
dertaking is so serious that no effort 
should be spared to make it, in the 
highest degree, effective. 
In this crit- 


ical time, when all institutions are sub- 
jected to unusual strain, it is partic- 
ularly the duty of all patriotic citi- 
zens as well as of interested parents 
to promote school attendance and to 
prevent interference with the school 
program. 
Children are not needed in 


the industries of today so much as 
they will be required as trained men 
and women in.the industries and civic 
activities of the future. Wherever there 
is any doubt as to whether the youth 
should attend school or go to work, 
let his future have the. benefit of the 
doubt, and the investment be made for 
years afterward rather than for the 
immediate present. 
From the exper- 


ience of the countries 
of Europe we 


should learn that now, more than ever, 
education in America should not be 
curtailed, but rather extended and tak- 
en more seriously. To keep the youth Saturday. 


,in school and to keep tho schools 
the highest possible standard of eft 
cioncy arc the best assurance of th 
generation to the safety of the democ 
racy of the next. 


The schools must, however, be in th 


position of learning their lessons fro* 
the events of the time. Remambenn 
that education is a long-term task, an 
that incidental and temporary change 
are to be avoided, we appreciate th 
fact that recent events have clean 
shown how our educational activity 
may be improved. For examplt, thrif 
which as been taught incidentally an 
somewhat sporadically, ought at one. 
to be emphasized and taught in an ap 
proprlate manner in all schools. 
Th 
movements for conservation and invest 
ments for the pake of the governmen 
present to the school authorities an 
teachers rich opportunity for teachln 
thrift. 
Physical education, 
too 
Ion 
neglected, shall be extended along tl 
lines recommended by the recent spe 
cial board on physical training, an 
made a serious and effective part 
the .school program. Courses in horn 
economics, hitherto available to a rei 
atively small proportion of the girl 
of our schools, should be at once ex 
tended, and 
at. the earliest possibl 
date, made a required part of the edu 
cation of all girls. History and civic 
should be treated less as detached, te-sr 
book subjects, and taught more vitall 
in connection with the affairs of com 
munity, state and nation. 
"The welding of all the elements 
our citizenship into a positive, but no 
a narrow, Americanism is a. task t 
which the American public school ha 
for a century and more successfull 
addressed itself. 
In a more intensive 
more vital, more effective manner th 
schools must grasp the opportunities o 
this school year for quickening their own 
activities, for inspiring the youth o 
today, and for making more certain th 
success of the democracy of the fu 
;ure."

DUBLIN, 
Ireland. 
Sept. 
5.—The 


geat Irish convention called hero to 
form a workable constitution for tha 
Emerald Isle has at last got its ma- 
chinery oiled and going. 


It is the war's first "peace con- 


ference." 
Factions that for centuries 


have fought each other with words 
and sometimes suns are now assem- 
bled peaceably to settle tholr differ- 
ences by negotiation. 
This convention 
is 
veiled 
under 


legal restrictions as to secrecy, and 
outclassed in thrill by the war news 
from France and Flanders. 


But how Is it working? And what 
are its prospects? 
These questions I came here from 
London to answer for the Americana 
over whose grave interest in Ireland 
the English have been GO concerned 


It is generally 
agreed 
that 
tho 
solution of the Irish question is a 
vitally important 
part 
of post-waf 
problems. 
World peace, the league 
of nations, freedom of the seas, the 
rights of nationalities, Britain's trada 
routes—all these are 
more 
or 
less 
closely touched by the Irish problem. 
I have talked with the leaders 0*. 
every party, and with at least a doz- 
en of the most prominent delegates 
to the convention. 
The lasting im- 
pression received from these meetings 
is that the delegates themselves, after 
getting their work in hand, were sur- 
prised to find it had possibilities of 
success. 
They had arrived in a state of con- 
siderable gloom. 
Dublin had 
not 
shown as much interest in the open- 
ing of the convention as It did in the 
races held the same day. 
. 
Sinn Fein held aloof, and claimed 
to represent a majority of the Irish 
people. 
Surrounded by this pall of 
pessimism, the convention assembled, 
and to its own astonishment it 
has 
now felt the unmistakable thrill 
of 


hope. 
For the first time In the seven cen- 
turies through which the Irish prob- 
lem has been unsolved. Irishmen on 
Irish soil representing practically ev- 
ery shade of opinion 
have 
met 
to 
thresh their 
problem 
out 
face 
to 
face—and to their own surprise they 
seem to bo coming to the opinion that 
their differences are not insurmount- 
able after oil.

Returns received 
by 
the 
bureau 
rom 979 labor 
organizations, repro- 
enting 165,529 members, show that S.4 
er cent of the total membership were 
unemployed for all causes, this being 
an increase of slightly more than one 
ier cent as compared with March 30, 
917. but the increase is almost wholly 
attributable to the fact that 4352 shoe 
vorkers were out of employment in 
.ynn. 
The percentage unemployed 
on account of lack of work was 3.5. 
as compared with 3.7 for tho period 
losing with March. 
Only two cities, Lynn and Haverhill. 
showed abnormal numbers of unem- 
ployed, and in both cases the condi- 
ion was due to lack of work in shoe 
actories. 
Lynn reported 4SSO mem- 
bers, or 40.4 per cent, out of work, 
while In Haverhill the number was 
2525, and the percentage 32.3.

Holyoke, 9.9; Salem, 7.1; Brockton, 6.7;

Of conditions in the textile industry 
the report says: 
"At the close of June the percentage 
unemployed, based on returns from 52 
abor organizations having an aggre- 
gate membership of 11,113. was 4.2, as 
compared with 4.5 at

March, and "with 3.1 at the close of 
June. 1916. 
While the returns do not 
cover a .very large proportion of the 
.extile operatives in the state, 
they 
nclude organizations wnich may be 
considered as fairly representative of 
the industry, and the present very low 
percentage may, therefore, be consid- 
ered indicative of the unusual pros- 
perity prevailing In the industry as a 
whole. 
With the exception of a com- 
paratively large number of loomftxers 
and mulespinners . in 
New Bedford, 
very few employes In any of the im- 
portant textile centers were reported 
as unemployed.

throughout the entire country that, at 
the close of June there were few, if 
any, mills that were not operating on 
full time, and this satisfactory con- 
dition promised to continue during the 
duration of tho war.

•hose manufacturing cotton goods, had 
discontinued night work because of a 
lack of even fairly capable operatives. 
According to a report prepared by the

In the cotton bleachery the force of 
workmen was being Increased.

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THE BOSTON i 
MAINE STRIKE 


It Is not an easy matter to decid 


offhand the merits of a. labor strike 
and particularly 
a railroad strike 


There may be many reasons that il 
not appear on the surface and it is 
therefore very easy to give a wront 
explanation of any strike. 


It is fair to assume that intellleen 


men must have some well founder 
grievance before going into voluntary 
Idleness as a protest. 


. We notice that in some quarters 


. 
there is a disposition to defend such 
strikes as that which is now in prog- 
ress on the Boston & Jlaino on the 
ground that it is made necessary bj 
the work of the coal barons and the 
food speculators. Put in a more di- 
rect form, it is claimed that the strike 
is justified because the government 
has allowed the food speculators to 
drive up the price of food and the 
coal operators to put up the price oi 
fuel. 


It seems that a IHlle consideration 


will show the absurdity of this con- 
tention. On the contrary, it is chiefly 
the 
continual 
demand 
for 
higher 


wages that causes the price of food 
and coal to be so high. 


The unions in every craft are well 


organized and they fix their prices 
which their employers must accept. 
This is true from the farm laborer 
to the railroad train man, and the 
Brotherhoods who dictate to congress 
the rate of wages that must be paid 
with the alternative that tho trans- 
portation system of the country will 
be paralyzed and millions of people 
]eft 
to starve because the necessaries 


of life cannot be moved to large cen- 
tres of population. The Brotherhoods 
under the Adamson act draw from the 
railroads 560,000,000 a year, and it is 
reasonable to assume that their action 
has prevented some of the roads from 
Increasing the wages of other em- 
ployes. 


In the great miners' strike when 


Roosevelt was president, the miners 
Kot an increase that sent the price 
of coal higher than it had ever been 
before. They have had a great many 
increases since then and every one of 
them added materially to the price of 
coal. WHS this the work of the coal 
barons? It certainly wasn't. 


Moreover, at the present time the 


trade commission 
has 
interfered to 


prevent an excessive price of coal and 
the act recently passed for food ad- 
ministration under Hoover also pro- 
vides for fair dealing in coal and 
other kinds of fuel. But it is not to 
be expected that they can bring down 
the price of coal, of flour or of meat 
by the mere issuance of an order. 
They cannot fix a selling price below 
the actual cost or below what will 
afford a fair profit to the producers. 
If they did, the industries of the land 
would be paralyzed. 
The men who 


are employed in the various industries 
would receive high wages while tho 
manufacturers would get nothing. 
In 


point of fact, this is precisely what Is 
happening today on the Boston & 
Maine railroad. 
The road is being 


run on the money of the stockholders. 
These people expect a fair profit on 
their investment, 
but they are not 


setting it, and at the same time the 
value of their property 
has been 


steadily depreciating.

government for economic conditions

BETTER COAL SUPPLY 


Chairman Storrow of the New Eng- 


land coal committee has suggested 
plan by which this part of the coun- 
try may get a more prompt and gen- 
erous shipment of coal.

The Boston & Maine is in a worse 


condition than most of the other roads 
throughout the country, but since the 
passage of the Adamson act, all the

claim that the expenses for the fin- 
ancial year ending 
June 30, 1016, 


showed an increase of $447,000,000 in 
"wages, fuel, taxes, rails, locomotives, 
passenger cars and freight cars. 


To offset this they have demanded 


an increase of 15 per cent in freight 
rates, but this they were refused. 
Experts have taken up their demands 
and figured out how each dollar of the 
railroad receipts is expended. 
They 


make this report on the subject: for 
labor, 43 cents; taxes, 5 cents; fuel 
and 
locomotive 
supplies, 
& cents; 


other material and supplies, 16 cents; 
loss and damage, 2 cents; 
bcttei-- 


ttents, 2 cents; leased roads and in- 
terest on funded debt, 15 cents. The 
total of '.hese figures is 95 cents, leav- 
ing 5 cents for dividends and the 
necessary surplus.

The 
railroads suffered from this fully as

FEDERAL CHILD LABOR 


The federal child labor law which 


ook effect September 1st, will not 
make mucli difference in Massachu- 
ictts where it was anticipated by our 
egislature. It may however result in 
a more uniform . enforcement of the 
aw. The minimum age for factories 
B fixed by the law at 14 years, and 
or mines and quarries at 10 years, 
vhile no child under 16 is to be em- 
ployed over eisht hours a day, and 
not before 6 a. m. or after 7 p. m.

near being a target for the bomb. 
Discipline prevailed completely over 
any natural tendency at alarm In the 
larracks. All survivors were instantly 
it their quarters and the greatest cool- 
ness was shown. A naval man who was 
In the barracks at the time gave the 
following account of the raid:

Some of the injured died during the 
night. The survivors complain bitterly 
about their companions being klHud 
without an opportunity to strike back.

The lasting im- 
pression received from these meetings 
is that the delegates themselves, after 
getting their work in hand, were sur- 
prised to find it had possibilities of 
success. 
They had arrived In a state of con- 
siderable gloom. 
Dublin 
had 
not 
shown as much interest in the open- 
ing of the convention as it did in the 
races held the same day. 
Sinn Fein held aloof, and claimed 
to represent a majority of the Irish 
people. 
Surrounded by this pall of 
pessimism, the convention assembled, 
and to its own astonishment it 
has 
now felt the unmistakable thrill of 
hope. 
For the first time in the seven cen- 
turies through which the Irish prob- 
lem has been unsolved, Irishmen on 
Irish soli representing practically ev- 
ery shade of opinion 
have 
met 
to 
thresh their

face—and to their own surprise they 
seem to be coming to the opinion that 
their differences are not insurmount- 
able after all. 
Among the more prominent of the

While the returns do not 
cover a very large proportion of the

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THE BOSTON & MAINE STRIKE 


It is not an easy matter to decide 


offhand the merits ot a labor strike 
and particularly 
a railroad 
strike. 


There may be many reasons that do 
not appear on the surface and it is 
therefore very easy to.give a wrong 
explanation of any strike. 


It is fair to assume that intelligent 


'men must have some well founded 
grievance before going into voluntary 
idleness as a protest. 


We notice that in some quarters 


there is a disposition to defend such 
strikes as that which is now in prog- 
ress on the Boston & Maine on the 
ground that it is made necessary by 
the work of the coal barons and the 
food speculators. Put in a more di- 
rect form, it is claimed that the strike 
is justified because the government 
has allowed the food speculators to 
drive up the price of food and the 
coal operators lo put up the price of 
fuel. 
It seems that a little consideration 


will show the a.bsurdity of this con- 
tention. 
On the contrary, it .is chiefly 


the 
continual 
demand 
for 
higher 


wages that causes the price of food 
and coal to Be so high. 


The unions in every craft are well 


organized and they fix their prices 
which their employers must accept. 
This is true from the farm laborer 
to the railroad train man, and the 
Brotherhoods who dictate to congress 
the rate of wages that must be paid 
with the alternative that the trans- 
portation system of the country will 
be paralyzed and millions of people 
left lo starve because tho necessaries 
of life cannot be moved to large cen- 
tres of population. The Brotherhoods 
under the Adamson act draw from the 
railroads $60,000,000 a year, and it Is 
reasonable to assume that their action 
has prevented some of the roads from 
increasing the wages of other em- 
ployes. 


In the great miners' strike when 


Roosevelt was president, the miners 
got an increase that sent the price 
of coal higher than it had ever been 
before. They have had a great many 
increases since then find every one of 
them added materially to Hie price of 
coal. Was this the work of the coal 
barons? 
It certainly wasn't. 


Moreover, at the present time the 


trade commission has interfered to 
prevent an excessive price of coal and 
the act recently passed for food ad- 
ministration under Hoover also pro- 
vides for fair dealing in coal and 
other kinds of fuel. But it is not to 
be expected that they can bring down 
the price of coal, of flour or of meat 
by the mere issuance of an order. 
They cannot, fix a selling price below 
the actual cost or below what will 
afford a fair profit to the producers. 
If they did, the industries of the land 
would be paralyzed. 
The men who 


are employed in the various industries 
would receive high wages while tho 
manufacturers would get nothing. In 
point of fact, this is precisely what is 
happening today on the Boston & 
Maine railroad. 
The road is being 


run on the money of the stockholders. 
These people expect A fair profit on 
their investment, 
but they are not 


getting it, and at the same time the 
value of their property 
has 
been 


Steadily depreciating. 


The Bostpn & Maine is in a worse 


condition than most of 'the other roads 
throughout the country, but since the 
passage of the Adamson act, all the 
railroads 
are 
complaining. 
Thej 


claim that tho expenses for the fin- 
ancial year 
ending June 30, 191K, 


showed an increase of $447,000,000 in j 
wages, fuel, taxes, rails, locomotives, 
passenger cars and freight cars. 


To offset this they have demanded 


an increase of 15 per cent, in freight 
rates, but this they were 
refused. 


Experts have taken up their demands 
and figured out how each dollar of the 
railroad receipts is expended.

FEDERAL CHILD LABOR 


The federal child labor law whicl 


.ook effect September 1st, will not 
make much difference in Massachu- 
setts where it was anticipated by our 
cgislature. It may however result in 
a more uniform enforcement of the 
aw. Tho minimum age for factories 
s fixed by the law at 14 years, and 
for mines and quarries at 16 years, 
while no child under 16 is to be em- 
ployed over eight hours a day, and 
lot before 6 a. m. or after 7 p. m. 
This law was anticipated in Massa- 
chusetts and hero in addition 
co- 


operative courses in technical training 
are authorized in connection with fac- 
tory work. This law will affect the 
mills of the south very materially, 
and it is noticeable that there is a 
judge at Greensboro, N. C., who has 
declared the law unconstitutional. The 
southern states are 
apparently still 


jealous of federal interference with 
their sovereign rights, but we sur- 
mise this law will be sustained by t!ie 
highest court in tho land in view of 
its humanitarian aims.
